The computer image file contains one colour photographic image that explicitly depicts 
a pre-pubescent girl posing in a sexual manner with her genitalia and chest area 
visible. The image focuses on her genitalia. 

The computer image file promotes and supports the exploitation of children for sexual 
purposes by encouraging the viewer to be sexually aroused by female children who 
are implicitly presented as sexually desirable and available, as well as being viable and 
legitimate sexual partners.
